General Fire Behavior

Today fuels will continue to dry over the entire area. Smoldering and active ground fire is still being observed and the
ground fire continues to spread along with active surface fire creeping in the cured litter. Isolated flare-ups with
torching have also been observed along the control line as fire weakened trees continue to fall. The fire has burned
actively in green and cured fuels. Watch for needle/leaf cast on all divisions which will provide surface fuels for
smoldering or active ground fire.

Specific Fire Behavior

Cooler conditions and higher relative humidity will help with the containment effort today.

Divisions Kilo, Hotel, Golf, Foxtrot, and sections of November are showing the most amount of heat (Firehawk) and fire
activity. Overall fire behavior will decrease somewhat from the last two hot dry days. The N and E winds will put
pressure on divisions Foxtrot, Golf and Hotel. Interior reburn and torching is likely in unburned cured fuels and in any
remaining green pockets of fuel. Expect surface fire with moderate rates of spread.

The fire acreage is still 31,310 acres; containrhastincreased to 85%.

Continued hot and dry conditions over the next t®days may lead to
increased fire activity and more ground level smokedjacent highways.

Ground fires along the fire’'s southernmost contantiines remain a
concern; organic soils continue to burn due to {targ drying from the
extreme drought conditions. Heavy equipment camaok to widen some
sections of the containment line, because themisnuch ground fire heat
and burning soils have become unstable.

This southern containment line (New Road) is alsiadp patrolled for hot
spots by engine crews. Ground fire is burning unidehighway at several
locations on New Road. Water is being deliveredhiise lays to suppress
ground fire that is burning the soil foundatiorntio¢ roadbed.

The fire is burning in the Holly Shelter Game Lanalstate-owned
property managed by the North Carolina Wildlife &ases Commission.
Although access gates are open for firefighteis,game land is presently
closed to the public.

Many trees within the fire’s perimeter and intefi@ve become unstable
because the soil has burned away from the rootsstGround fire heat
and heavy equipment movement also represent haBadause of this
safety hazards, fire managers strongly discoutaggéeneral public from
attempting to enter the game lands to engage idshield or walking
tours of the fire.
